Reasons for Allowance 
The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
does not disclose nor teach according to claims 1 , 22, 43, 48, 53, and 58 of enabling the 
player to input a single point value applicable to all of the player's hands, where the 
inputted single point value is used to determine if the point value of each of the player's 
hands satisfies a predefined relation to the inputted single point value in combination 
with the rest of the claimed limitations. The closest prior art Sines et al discloses a 
player playing a plurality of hand against one dealer hand, the dealer dealing the 
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designated number of cards to each of the players plurality of hands, and the player 
determining a point value for each of the player's hand but does not disclose enabling a 
player to input a single point value applicable to all of the player's hands, where the 
inputted single point value is used to determine if the point value of each of the player's 
hands satisfies a predefined relation to the inputted single point value in combination 
with the rest of the claimed limitations.
